Gasoline Proposal 
Nixed By People 

A large majority of the 
nation’s small business peo¬ 
ple do not like President 
Carter’s propo sal for a 
“standby” gasoline tax, ac¬ 
cording to a nationwide poll 
conducted recently by the 
National Federation of in¬ 
dependent Business (NFIB). 

Through its official publi¬ 
cation, "Mandate,” NFIB 
polls its 515,000 members 
every eight weeks on issues 
of interest to small business. 
More than 87,000 small busi¬ 
nessmen and businesswomen 
responded to the most recent 
"Mandate" poll. Seventy - 
eight per cent said they op¬ 
posed the "standby” tax, 
with 17 percent favoring it, 
and five per cent undecided. 

In the State of California, 
the results were 76 per cent 
opposed, 20 per cent in. favor 
and four per cent undecided. 

The Carter proposal would 
add a five cents per gallon 
tax to the cost of gasoline 
each year that gasoline .use 
rose above a certain federal¬ 
ly-designated level. If gaso¬ 
line use stayed under the de¬ 
signated level for any year, 
the tax would drop five 
cents a gallon. 

NFIB members also ex¬ 
pressed their opposition to 
the Department of Transpor¬ 
tation’s proposal to convert 
all road signs to metric units 
by 1982. The vote on that is¬ 
sue was 75 per cent opposed, 
19 per cent in favor, and six 
per cent undecided.

I have heard criticism 
that the company's rebate 
policy on the new instant 
camera to both customers 
and dealers, have hurt pro¬ 
fit margins.

Beyond 
that, I think the company 
will resume its growth. Pre¬ 
sently, I feel the stock has 
been oversold. It may not 
sell at 40 times earnings 
again soon, hut the current 
multiple of 15 seems rea¬ 
sonable. 

Q. — We are retirees in 
our late 70’s hoping to aug¬ 
ment our Social Security 
with some money that has 
just matured from CID’s — 
The CID’s no longer carry 
the high rate of interest they 
paid formerly. Are we too 
old to buy stocks: something 
like General Motors or utili¬ 
ties, or would you advise 
bonds ? 

A. — Being retired and in 
your seventies, I’d suggest 
purchasing bonds. Talk to 
your broker or bank about 
some top-quality bonds that 
will give you a good rate of 
interest. Stocks are great for 
their potential to increase in 
income; but since you have 
had this money in a pretty 
secure investment, I’d con¬ 
tinue with something of 
equal quality and security.

We found this 
ratio of French to American Oak contributed to the fullness and complexity of 
the wine. A full 21 months of barrel aging preceded bottling of the wine. 

The 1974 vintage is big wine. It h|as a depth of bouquet and intense 
vitality that promise great elegance at maturity. Its fine varietal character 
and rich texture already make it a pleasure to drink. 

Like most great vintages, the 1974 Cabernet will take a long time to 
fully mature. We expect the wine to improve for as many as 15 years, and to 
remain at its peak through the turn of the next century.

Tax Exemptions 
Now Applying To 
4 Million Homes 

The homeowner’s exemp¬ 
tion for those who pay prop¬ 
erty tax will be granted to 
3.89 million Cal 1 f o r n i a 
households this year. 

George R. Reilly, member, 
State Board of Equalization, 
announced that this figure 
represents a growth during 
the past year of 130,900 
homeowners qualifying for 
this exemption, and coincides 
closely with the number of 
new single-family dwellings 
built during that period. 

Reilly said that since 1973 
the law has provided for the 
exemption for $1,750 of as¬ 
sessed value or $7,000 of full 
cash value for each qualify¬ 
ing homeowner. The exempt 
assessed value totals $6.78 
billion, which is 6.6 per cent 
of all locally assessed prop¬ 
erty in the state. 

Reilly pointed out that 
local governments sustain no 
tax loss from this exemption 
because they are reimbursed 
in full by the state. This 
year, the state will pay ap¬ 
proximately $800 mill i o n, 
compared to slightly more 
tha.n $760 million last year. 
The exemption is worth 
$200 to the average home- 
owner, approximately the 
same value as last year.

Supervisor Kenneth (Hahn has lost another round in 
his ten year effort to get the Board of Supervisors to ban 
untreated, wooden shingle roof s in Los Angeles County, 
but promised never to give up trying. 

iHahn’s motion to adopt an ordinance failed for lack 
of a second. 

“I have been defeated many times in this effort, but 
eventually some Board of Supervisors of the future will 
pass it because it is good and is needed,” said Hahn, chair¬ 
man of the County Fire Department. 

The ordinance was continued 15 times by the Board of 
Supervisors before it got to a vote. 

“Eventually, despite the strong lobbying of the wooden 
shingle industry, I am hopeful the state legislature will 
make safe roofs a requirement statewide,” Hahn said. 

During the last year, th,e following fires have occur¬ 
red in Southern California involving roofs: 

— There were 322 roof fires in family dwellings with¬ 
in the Los Angeles County Fire Department’s jurisdiction, 
causing $744,468 in property damage. 

— Last December, a fire occurred in Ontario apart¬ 
ment complex caused by sparks from a chimney on a 
wood-shingle roof. The fire spread throughout 32 units 
and to ten nearby homes with a loss of $1,004,661. 

— The Santa Barbara fire destroyed more th,an 150 
home s with wooden-shingle roofs. 

Of the 256 houses damaged, but not destroyed, only 
a few had wooden roofs. 

Acting County Fire Chief Stanley Barlow estimates 
seven per cent of all dwelling fires originate on the roof 
and explains the loss of dwellings with a safe roof, where 
a fire originates on the roof, is negligible, Hahn explained. 

The supervisor’s motion would have required Class 
C roofs a s the minimum standard. 

Examples of Class C roofs are specially treated wooden 
shingles, asphalt shingles, tile and rock roofs. 

The Board of Supervisors presently requires Class C 
roofs in fire hazard areas. The ordinance before the Board 
would have extended this requirement to every area under 
county jurisdiction. 

“Roof fires in populated areas often are caused by 
flying sparks from a nearby garage fire or other type of 
fire,” Hahn said. 

Present law also allow s townhouses and Condomin¬ 
iums to be built with untreated shingle roofs if they are 
two stories high and a single dwelling occupies each two- 
story unit, tHahn explained. 

“A fire in some of these town’h,ouse s could cause them 
to go up like matchboxes,” he said. 

When, in the future, two other supervisors agree with 
him cn the ordinance, Hahn will introduce it again.

You Some Water Conservation Tips! 


The Ten Commandments, of 
Water Conservation 


1. Put a stopper in your sink or use a dishpan when you wash dishes. Washing 
with running water uses 30 gallons per meal. 

2. Keep a bottle of drinking water in the refrigerator — running water from 
the faucet until cold will waste a gallon. 

3. Wait until you have a full 9-pound wash before you run your washing 
machine. The average automatic washing machine uses 50 gallons per load. 

4. Turn the hot water off while you shave, and turn the cold water off while 
you brush your teeth. Shaving with a running faucet uses about 20 gallons. 

5. Take showers instead of baths. The usual bath requires 36 gallons, the 
usual shower, only 25. Ten gallons is enough for a shower if you turn it 
off while you wash. 

6. Don't use the toilet bowl to dispose of cigarette ashes, facial tissues, and 
other matreials. A normal flush requires 5-8 gallons. 

7. Use the dishwasher only when it is competely full. 

8. Fix dripping faucets promptly. Nearly two gallons can be wasted per 
day of dripping.

Last year, 35,000 woman 
were employed full-time in 
universities and colleges in 
these fields — and many 
more in private industry. 
Woman are gaining on men. 
According to the National 
Science Foundation, the rate 
of increase for women was 
five per cent! for men, only 
two per cent — in educa¬ 
tional institutions alone. 

Once woman are in these 
fields, employmer f is com¬ 
paratively stable. Only three 
per cent of women science 
and engineering Ph.D’s were 
unemployed. 

The U.S. Department of 
Labor reports that the fu¬ 
ture outlook is even better. 
And doctoral degrees are not 
essential. By all means, let’s 
encourage young women to 
enter these fields — they are 
fascinating once y o u’ve 
made the grade.
